Six Firefighter Paramedic positions are open. We have two applicants currently in the
background review process, if they pass last part of background check, we will have four
Firefighter Paramedic positions open.

e Projects:

Trenching along Forest View will begin this week in an attempt to stop the spread of Oak Wilt in
the Forest Oaks neighborhood. The contractor will dig down four feet in the street, and then
backfill with soil and concrete flowable fill. The project is expected to take two weeks to
complete. Hangtags are being placed on each door to notify the residents.

Clark Construction completed the mill and overlay project on Stirrup Lane, Stirrup Circle, and
Forest Pine and is working on seal coating numerous other neighborhood streets. They will first
replace non-ADA curb ramps.

RCO Construction has completed the construction of the Bluebird water main extension and is
now working on the Poss Rd sewer main replacement.

The Evers Road bridge project is complete, and we will be receiving our “substantial
completion” documentation from TxDOT shortly. Once the last payment is made to the
contractor, staff will give a presentation on the final cost of the bridge to City Council.

The subcontractor for the LC-17 project is still working on the box culverts under El Verde and
removing the soils from behind the Fire Station.

Construction on the new sewer main extension at 7520 Huebner Road has begun. We expect the
job to take approximately 2 weeks to complete.

Work on The Ridge at Leon Valley Park walking path is in progress. The remaining area in this
new park was cleared, the new playground equipment is being installed, and new benches will go
in, once the path is complete.

The bid documents for the rehabilitation of the Grass Hill above ground water storage tank have
been opened and will be presented to Council for award on February 5th.

The City Engineer is working on plans for the bio-swale to be installed at Raymond Rimkus Park
Forest Meadow entrance. The project will be let for bidding.

Staff is working on obtaining a generator for the Grass Hill well plant.
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Staff is working on obtaining pavers for the parking lot at Shadow Mist.

Staff is working with the Hike & Bike Trail Advisory Committee on hike & bike trail extension
alternatives and will take this item to Council on February 5th.

Staff is working on a proposal to install electric vehicle “refueling” stations at some city
facilities. These stations would be “pay as you plug” outlets.

Staff is working on a proposal for “Gateway” LED signage for Bandera Road to advertise
Council and other meetings.

Staff is working on a grant for two new electric light duty vehicles.

Staff is working on a grant from the CDBG to remodel the Community Center.

Staff will be requesting a budget adjustment to accept a grant from AACOG for the purchase of
recycling kiosks for parks.

Staff will be requesting a budget adjustment to install street lights in the overflow parking lot at
City Hall. Constructing walking path at The Ridge at Leon Valley Park and clearing land for
park.

Reconstructing sidewalk at Fire Station — ground shift caused the sidewalk to tip towards the
station.

Repairing driveway approach from water main leak.

Constructing gazebo at Silo Park.

New flooring has been installed at the Kinman House/Leon Valley Café.

Crew will be filling in low areas at Raymond Rimkus Park soccer fields.

Crew dragged the softball field at Raymond Rimkus Park.

Repaired broken water line along Huebner Road.

Repairing broken water line on Grass Valley.

Assisting contractor with installation of new sewer main at Silo Park.

Forklift certification class for crew members is scheduled for February 7th.

Waiting for scheduling for the final backhoe training class in January for the crew who took the
first portion last fiscal year.

The Director will be attending a TCMA class in March.

The Director will be attending a National Stormwater class on April 14" and 15™.

The course also
educated the medics on the newest and latest techniques, procedures and equipment. This re-certification
provides a refresher in EMS knowledge and maintain proficiency to renew their certification.
Recertification requirements increase confidence in the public, employers, and other stakeholders and
gives you recognized credibility across the nation

New Hires - Fire Department welcomed Firefighter Paramedic Jordan Garcia. Jordan comes to Leon
Valley from Kerrville Fire and Rescue. Jordan lives just outside of Leon Valley.

Firefighter Paramedic Connor Hughett has rejoined the Leon Valley Fire Department after a brief
absence while he and his wife welcomed two beautiful twins.

Fire Recovery USA — The Fire department has received an incident recovery collection in the amount
of $21,504.35 to date with 59 pending claims, and 3 denials by insurance companies.

“World Read Aloud Day” at Oak Hills Terrace Elementary- LV Firefighters participate every year
reading books to children to motivate children, teens, and adults to celebrate the power of words. This
provides a continued positive experience and rapport with first responders.

School of Science and Technology-Discovery- SST Discovery had a Winter Open House and Winter
Movie Night and by way of donations they were able to raise $500 to purchase smoke detectors to
donate to the Leon Valley Fire Department. These smoke detectors are utilized to install in Leon Valley
residents’ homes free of cost proactively concerning their safety.

Tower Climb — January 26, 2019, Leon Valley Public Works and Leon Valley Fire Department made
up Team Leon Valley, which completed the Cystic Fibrosis Tower Climb. Team Leon Valley raised
$1285.00 for the foundation who raised overall a total of $166,787.00.

EMS Quality Assurance — The department is engaged in updating our Quality Assurance, specifically
with EMS services. The Medical Director, Dr. Manifold and Moya actively continue to review our
Paramedic patient care reports, and providing feedback, along with supporting any training needs, or
changes to equipment or policies.

Emergency Calls for Service — The Fire Department responded to 188 calls for service as of January
28, 20109.

Census 2020 — We have our first Census 2020 meeting scheduled on February 6™ in the Fire
Department training room at 2:30 pm to discuss our agenda to implement a 2020 Census committee. The
committee will assist with the promotion, outreach, understanding and education regarding the 2020
Census. 2020 Census committee will consist of Business, Religious, Education, Community
Organizations, Senior Citizen Population, Minorities, and Any other representation Mayor sees fit to
assign.

Community Development Department

Zoning Code/Comprehensive Plan Revisions



o The Zoning Commission held meetings in September and October to discuss revisions to the

City’s zoning code. These meetings included discussion on mixed-use and redevelopment,
particularly along the Bandera Road Corridor. However, the current comprehensive plan and
future land Use plan (which is a component of the Comprehensive Plan) do not go into detail on
these topics; particularly on Bandera Road.
